An armored train and 
reinforcements were sent from Preto- 
ria, but before they had arrived upon 
tho scene the gtirrisoa had driven off 
the Boers,-who retired unmolested with 
a transport train half a mile long. The 
Boers blew up the lino beyond Kaal- 
tontein, compelling the mail train to 
return here.

thing from Findlay and that was tor 
the people of the county to meet them 
half way. 


The debate up to this time had been

Foltz, a Hancock county farmer be- 
came the spokesman for the uncertain 
class, and he plainly stated that if a 
handful of promoters and capitalists 
came along asking the farmers to .give 
them 25 feet of their land, tbey would 
never get it.

line. Johnson finally bought it of 
them, and now runs his cars fast Ifaek 
doors, aad although they ha,ve'pre- 
sented petitions signed by every 
farmer, along the line to stop tbe cars 
at certain points, Johnson firmly re- 
fuses; the only way tbe farmers can 
use tbe line is for them to haul 
their stuff, or go themselves to one of 
tbe two towns, as no other ators are 
made. Mr. Foltz remarked alter the 
meeting (bat it wouldn't be so bad ££ 
the line was built on the other aide of 
the road. 


Mr. Carpenter finally itated that if 


tbe promoter* of tbe Uma-JFindlay 


road were sincere, h« woald not op- 
pose them. He wanted to see tbe line 
bu!U, and was willing to withdraw 
from tbe contest until such time as he 
could determine whether or not some 
one else was in earnest aboat building 
the r"oad and if he found at l*at to hi» 
SAtisfaction that they were not in 
earnest, tben ba was ready abd willing 
to take up tba tast" where he now 
dropped it. It was finally decided to 
appoint a committee to investigate 
the real intentions of the two rival 
companies, but what the result will be 
is purely problematical, as Mr. Car- 
penter stated emphatically after the 
meeting and to the TIKES-DESIOCBAT 
representative again tbis morning that 
as long as there was one company in 
the field he woald not consider the 
proposition for an instant. 


The meeting Is considered a decisive 


step forward toward the 
ultimate 


building of the road, but the roste is 
yet but a mere matter of speculation. 
Kenton is also interested ia bringing 
the main line in that direction so as 
to touch the SEbnrban snmmer resort 
of Hepburn, and a representative of 
the Ifews-Eepiiblican of that city-and 
the president of the board of trade 
were present to look up Kenton's ia- 
ciivMua! interests.

Moses - .McOlu-er, one' of 
Alien 


county's raost aged and prominent 
farmers, .died at "his homft, two mile's 
west of Lafayette, at G o'clock, death 
resulting from biood poison, after an 
llness o£ four weeks duration. 
The 


deceased Was aged 74 yeass, 1 month 
and 11 days, and bore the distinction 
3f being the first white chikl ever bom 
ia Allen, .county. He was one of the 
most strudv of meu ranong the 
pioneers of the county and his energy 
and ambitioa-cot only galaccl for him 
:Lnd his famiij' many cf the comforts 
the world aiXords but wera important 
factors in the transtorniation of the 
eounty from a waste wilderness itito 
one of.the foremost farming counties 
ot the Buckaye state. Ho is survived 
by his aged -wife, three daughters and 
six sons. The latter will serve as 
pall bearers at the. funwsl "which will 
be held .tomorrow.

Se-ava the residence at 10 o'ciork (sun 
time) and services w'Jl be held at 
Union Chapel. Interment will be 
made in the Warfl cemetery. The de- 
ceased was one of tlie directors of the 
MotropoJltan bank, o£ this city and 
that place of business will be closed 
during; the hours of the funeral serv- 
ices tionorro'sv. 


Cottcemlng the. deceased, the His- 


tory ot AHea'County, publish-ed in this 
city in JSS5, says ia part: 


"•Moses McCluer, farmer, P. 
O., 


Herring, was bora ia Allan, county, 
•December .1, 1S26; son of Samuel and 
'Margaret {Watt) ?»icCluer. Samuel 
iMcClaer was born November 17, 1793, 
in Harrisoa County, Ky., where lie 
lived till tae war o£ 1812, in which he 
served as a private. After the war he 
removed to Champaign county, Ohio. 
where ho married Margaret "Watt, who 
was born July 6. 1800. Samuel Mc- 
Cluer was a. very influential maji. sober 
and upright, quick to decide right from 
wrong and always choosing tlie former. 
For many years prior to his death, 
which, occurred oa Deceaiber 29th, 
1S76, ho was an active member o£ the 
Methodist Episcopal church. He was 
twice married and raised twelve child- 
ren by his first wife. 
His second 


wife, Elizabeth. Patterson, bom 1S24. 
became the mother of eleven children. 
Moses McCIucr, the subject of this 
sketch, was tlie so^af the first wife 
"and was the first white child born in 
Allen county, and at the time of his 
birth the nearest known neighbors 
lived thirty miles distant from Ws 
home. He remained with his parents 
until 23 years of age and assisted in 
clearing the large tract of land. He 
always lived within three miles of his 
birth-place. He worked hard during; 
his boj'hood days and obtained most of 
his education after he undertook the 
battles'of life independently. He be- 
came the administrator of his lather's 
estate and learned to transact ' all 
kinds of business. 
His first reaJ es- 


tate consisted of forty acres of wild 
land which he improved, as weU as 224 
additional acres which he acquired at 
intervals. He also owned 108 acres 
in Bath township, adjoining the old 
home farm. He was married July £S, 
1848, 
to Miss Elizabeth Kurray, who 


was born in Highiajud county, Ohio. 
February S, 1831; daughter of Joan 
Murray. She died March 7, 1S55. 
Mr. McCluer was again married Oc- 
tober 18, 1S55, to Elizabeth K. Greer, 
of Montgomery county, Ohio, who was 
bom January 18, 1S36, daughter of 
Joshua and Rebseea (Pierson) Greer, 
of Kentucky and New Jersey respect- 
fully. 
They (located in Bath township 


In 1841. With his second wife Mr. Mc- 
Cluer raised a family of six sons and 
two daughters. Mr. McCluer was 
a whig and he became a Repoibli-j 
can with the organization of that 
political party. During his life after; 
he reached the age of 21 years he 
never tolssed voting at an election. 
In addition to .the six sons and three 
daughters and the widow who survive 
him he leaves thirty grand children 
and thre'e grbat grand children. He 
was a member of the Methodist church 
from 1877 until death.
